Section I—General Conditions 

I. (i) The Japanese Grant Aid of Yen 505.501 
miliiofi extended by the Government of Japan is 
untied in favour of OECD and developing countries. 
Accordingly the commodities and services inciden¬ 
tal thereto to be procured under this Grant Aid can 
be imported from Japan and all countries enumera¬ 
ted in the li.st at Anncxure-I which will be the eligi¬ 
ble source countries under this Grant. The list of 
eligible commodities that can be imported under this 
Grant Aid is at Annexure-TI. 

(ii) The licence will bear the superscription 4 
“Yen 5C5.501 Million Japane.se Grant Aid for 
1989-90, The licence code for the first and second 
suffix will be “S|JN”. These wiU also be repeated in 
the letter from the CCT&E forwarding the import 
licence, 

(iii) No remittance of foreign exchange will be 
permitted against the import licence, except bank 
charges to the Bank of India, Tokyo which may be 
remitted through normal banking channels. Any pay¬ 
ment towards Indian Agent’s commission should 
made in Indian rupees to the agents in India, Such 
payments, however, will form part of the licence 
value and will, therefore, be charged to the licence. 

(iv) The import licence will be issued on GIF 
basis with an initial validity period of 12 months, For 
extension of the validity period of the licence, the 
iiccncee should approach the licensing authority 
concerned who shall consult the Department of Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs, (Japan Section) in the matter. 

(v) Firm order must be placed on C&F basis on 
the overseas suppliers located in Japan and in other 
eligible countries mentioned in Annexurc-I and sent 
to the Under Secretary (Japan), Department of Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs (Japan Section).

(vi) The condition of the placement of contracts 
within 4 months period wiU be treated as not having 
been complied with unless complete contract docu' 
ments reach the Ministry of Finance, Department 
of Economic Affairs, Japan Section, within four 
months from the date of issue of the import licence. 
If firm orders as explained in para 1 fv) above can¬ 
not be placed within 4 months for valid reasons the 
licencee should submit the import licence to th© con¬ 
cerned licensing authorities giving reasons why or¬ 
ders could not be completed within 4 months.

(o') The purchase order aod the supplier’s order 
confirmation should he in English only. 

(ii) Only one contract should be entered info 
against the import Vcence. In exceptional oases, 
more than one contract may he permitted to h'* en¬ 
tered into, for which prior approval of the Denart- 
meut of Foopomin Affairs. Mmistrv of Finance, 
shonffi he obtained soon after the date of issue of 
the import licence.

may be notified by Government from time to time 
through Public Notice of the CCT&E, or through Ex¬ 
change Control Circulars of the Reserve Bank of 
■India. Any changes in this regard as also in regard 
to the rate of interest will be notified as and when 
necessary. It will be the responsibility of the Indian 
Bank concerned to ensure that the amounts due arc 
correctly deposited into Government Account before 
the import documents are handed over to the im¬ 
porters. The licencee should also ensure that the 
amounts due are correctly deposited into Govern¬ 
ment Account before taking delivery of the docu¬ 
ments from their bankers. It is the responsibility of 
the importer to ensure that the amounts due arc cor¬ 
rectly deposited in to the Govt, account promptly 
even when they obtain delivery of the goods from 
the customs authorities without original .shipping 
documents under exceptional circumstances.
